C olonel ifcite inquired (a) Aether it 
was desirable for the attorney* to address the CIS directly in tha natter 
and (b) Whether the material, which is unclassified, should be released.

Since there are adequate 
nsasarg^ within the national Archives for the control of tha material 
vcpmj^m releasing agamies have placed restrictions, and since there 
spears la this case to be no objection to the release of copies of tha 
material in question, it was a gree d that Colonel %lt# would ask his $ur 
Bspartmsnt contact to omit mention of the CIO in the proposed letter usd 
to suggest that the attorneys approach the Batlonal Archives direct.
